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INTRODUCTION. 



The several sections of the Eeport, with the appended 
Tables, show that the work of the Board has been steadily 
progressing. 

The special points are the opening of the new Seventh 
Standard School in Waverley Eoad, and of three Workshops 
for the purpose of giving instruction in the use of Wood- 
working Tools; the permanent increase in the average 
attendance following the abolition of School fees ; the further 
advancement of " Hand and Eye Training ; " and the division 
of the Evening Schools into ordinary Evening Continuation 
Schools and Commercial Evening Schools. 

The one matter for regret which is referred to in this 
Eeport is the diminution of the number of scholars attending 
the Evening Schools after Christmas. This reduction of 
numbers is largely caused by the late hours to which work is 
continued in many of the small workshops. 

The extension of the City l)oundaries on the 9th day of 
November, 1891, has necessarily considerably increased the 
work of the various Committees. The added areas included 
sections of the districts of three School Boards, with a total 
population of 478,851. There were in those districts eight 
Board Schools, with an average attendance of 5,643 ; besides 
seven Denominational Schools with a total average attendance 
of 1,879.

Road. The Department has also sanctioned the sale of the 
site in Winson Street, for which the City Road site is an 
alternative.

handed over by the King's Norton School Board at the time 
of the extension of the City Boundaries. When these Schools, 
which are situated in Mary Street, Clifton Road, and Tindal 
Street, were erected, the district was not provided with a com- 
plete system of drainage, and it was therefore impossible to 
provide water-closets similar to those which have been 
constructed in the Birmingham Schools. It has been necessary 
to pull down the whole of the closets and to replace them by 
new ones, and to provide a complete set of drains. This 
involved a total expenditure of about £1,600. 

Closing of In the month of July, the School connected with St. 

St. Phinp's 

School. Philip's Church was closed. The cause of this was the total 
change in the condition of the surrounding district. The 
School was situated in Newton Street, and the great 
diminution in the number of small houses, consequent upon 
the operation of the Improvement Scheme, had greatly reduced 
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the number of scholars. The children who were still attending 
up to the time of closing readily found places in other 
Schools within easy distance of their homes.

poor person to make application for a free order has greatly 
simplified the work of the Visiting Officers in regard to the 
children attending Board schools ; and the effect upon the 
Denominational schools has been even greater. The Managers 
of those schools could never afford to receive many free 
scholars, and payment of fees for poor children could only be 
made by the Board of Guardians. There was, consequently, 
very great difficulty in fiUing up vacant places in those schools. 
The average attendance was very much greater in the Denomi- 
national schools than before the passing of the Elementary 
Education Act, but there were still many vacant places. The 
effect of Free Education has been to fill up a great number of 
those vacancies. The difference between the number on the 
books at the date of the last return received from the 
Denominational schools prior to the abohtion of fees (viz., 
August, 1891), and the number on the books shown by the 
return in August, 1892, was 4,662. 

Labour A Deputation from this Board joined with Deputations 



from many of the principal School Boards in the country on 
the 27th day of January, 1892, to lay before the Education 
Department the difficulties experienced under the new code in 
reference to labour certificates. The children being examined 
by sample," one part of a class being examined in one 
subject, and another part of the same class in another, has 
made it impossible to certify that any particular child passed 
completely unless that child passes a further individual 
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exaanination. This is not readily understood by the parents, 
who cannot see the necessity for a child who has been for 
months in a Fifth Standard class undergoing a re-examination 
in the Fourth Standard ; and it has often resulted in poor 
children losing opportunities of going to work through unavoid- 
able delays. It would appear to be reasonable to assume that 
a child has completed the work of any given Standard if he is 
actually under instruction in a higher Standard. There is, 
however, a technical legal difficulty which nothing has yet 
been done to remedy. The School Board officials have (done 
their best to meet needy cases by obtaining Certificates for five- 
years attendances, as provided by the Act of 1876, and thus 
issuing what are commonly called Dunces' Certificates," even 
though the children may be intelligent and bright. 

There has been a marked improvement in the regularity 
of attendance. The average attendance during the whole year 
has been over 87 per cent, of the number on the books in the 
boys' schools, and over 85 per cent, for boys, girls, and 
infants, taken together, in the Board schools ; and in the 
Denominational schools the percentage has been over 84 in 
the Boys' schools, and over 80 for boys, girls, and infants, 
taken together. 

It was thought advisable that all the Industrial Schools visiting of

to which children are committed from the City of Birmingham Schools, 
should be visited. Many School Boards do this every year, 
but this Board had never previously had visits paid to all the 
schools. The Very Rev. Canon Greaney visited the CathoKc 
schools, and the Clerk of the Board visited the others. The 
results were generally very satisfactory, and the Attendance 
Committee feel it to be a great advantage to be more thoroughly 
acquainted with the working of the schools to which the 
Board has to contribute. 

As anticipated last year, the stimulus to the promo- Penny Banks

It is believed that the year 1893 will show a still further 
improvement.

APPEALS AND PROSECUTIONS. 



Result of The sittings of the Appeals Gommittee have been con- 

tinued during the year, and have proved a heavier task for 
the Members in consequence of the extension of the City. 
The great addition to the population has increased the 
number of cases to be heard ; and, indeed, the increase has 
been greater than the increase in the population would of itself 
imply, because compulsory attendance had not been so care- 
fully watched in the outlying districts as it had been within the 
City. It has not been possible to increase to any large extent 
the number of meetings, but they have been held at a greater 
number of centres, and have been attended by many more 
parents, so that the time occupied has been very much greater. 
The total number of persons who attended before the Appeals 
Committee in the year ended September, 1891, was 4,561, 
whereas the number during the year ended September, 1892, 
was 5,565. 

The holding of a Special Court once a week to hear the 
School Board cases has proved of great advantage in many 
ways, and the time and care which the Justices have bestowed 
upon the School Board prosecutions cannot be too gratefully 
acknowledged.

EDUCATION. 



Physical Physical Exercises which have now for some years 

Pupii'Teachers. P^*'* heeu SO successfully practised in all the Board Schools 
have been so beneficial to the children that it has been thought 
advisable to extend their application to the pupil-teachers. 
Accordingly, arrangements were made with the Council of the 
Birmingham Athletic Institute for all the girl pupil-teachers to 
be taught in relays, each class attending on one morning in 
every week. There can be no doubt that these physical 
exercises tend greatly to improve the general health and vigour 
of the pupil-teachers, and enable them to bear much more 
easily the amount of work which devolves upon them, both in 
school and in the classes for their own instruction. This 
arrangement necessarily involved a second half-day's absence 
from school duties in every week, so that the girls now work 
as teachers on eight half -days in every week out of ten. The 
physical exercises do not, of course, occupy an entire morning, 
and yet the journey to and from the middle of the town 
involves a full half-day's absence, as already stated. The 
spare time has been utilised for an hour's instruction in vocal 
music. 

"Hand and A reference was made in last year's report to the 

*^Emd^n^ necessity that was felt for some fuller development of Hand 
and Eye training," together with Manual Instruction. What 
was wanted was a systematic course of instruction for the 
years intervening between the Kindergarten work of the 
Infants' School and the technical instruction in the Seventh 



Instruction. 
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Standard Schools. Three workshops for the use of boys in 
the Fifth and Sixth Standards were at that time being 
provided. These have since been completed and fitted up, 
and have been in actual use since the summer holidays. A 
practical instructor has been appointed for each, who combines 
a good knowledge of the manual work with tried ability as a 
teacher, and the whole of the work is under the active super- 
intendence of a Director (Mr. A. W. Bevis), who was formerly a 
Whitworth Scholar, and who has had very great experience in 
this particular kind of teaching. The same Director has been 
elaborating a system of hand and eye training for the children 
of the first four Standards, and it is intended to get the whole 
of this gradually introduced into the schools. Of course, one 
of the first points to consider in introducing anything entirely 
new is the preparation of the teachers. The Director has a 
Teachers' • Class for instruction in the use of wood- working 
tools, and will shortly commence one or more classes of 
teachers for instruction in the other parts of the hand and eye 
training. 



The New Seventh Standard School in Waverley Eoad New seventh 
was opened in the first week of November. The construction ^for Boys^anS^' 
of the buildings, fittings, and all the arrangemcDts have been 
planned in accordance with the very best information that 
could be obtained, and seem to be universally admired. A 
very excellent Head Master, who has had valuable previous 
experience, has been appointed, and the Board hope that the 
school will prove a great success. This school differs in two 
important particulars from the Seventh Standard School in 
Bridge Street. It provides for 300 girls as well as for 300 
boys, and the instruction is not intended to be so universally 
scientific. It is believed that the advanced instruction for 
girls will not only be highly valued by the parents, but that it 
will also prove a useful means of educating pupil-teacher 
candidates for future years. The remark that the instruction 
will not be so entirely scientific is not intended to convey the 
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idea that science will be less completely taught, but rather 
that there will be more than one course of instruction open to 
the pupils. It will thus be possible for some of the boys to be 
trained more especially for commercial life, while others are 
prepared for the workshops. It is quite expected that a 
larger number of boys will receive instruction in science, and 
will look forward to the practical application of scientific 
knowledge in their future careers. 

Higher It is with deep regret that the Committee have to

Fund. report the complete exhaustion of the Higher Education Fund. 
This important fund, which has been so extremely valuable in 
helping poor scholars to continue their education, was really 
provided by a very few donors ; and although many appeals 
have been made for more money, further donations are not 
forthcoming, and the fund at the present moment is even 
insufficient to meet the liabilities already incurred. •

SCHOOL MANAGEMENT. 



Schools Perhaps the most important addition to the practical work 

Extensionof of the School Management Committee during the year has been 
City Boundaries ^^^^ bringing up the Schoojs in the districts which were 
added to the City at the time of the extension of its boundaries 
to the level in all respects of those in the older part of the City. 
The teaching of Elementary Science, Kindergarten, and Physical 
Exercises, with the supervision of the Drawing by Teachers 
connected with the Municipal School of Art, all involved 
increased expense.

New Seventh Opening of the Seventh Standard School in Waverley 

^ikS sS^s^Sr^ Road has been referred to in other Sections of this Report, 
and it is confidently hoped that that School will prove a. 
valuable addition to the means of instruction provided by the 
Board, both for the higher education of Boys in Technical 
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and Commercial Subjects, and for the preparation of Girls 
either for domestic life, or for engagements as Pupil-teachers, 
or for any of the situations now thrown open to Girls of good 
education. The following prospectus shows the character of 
the instruction which this School is intended to supply : — 

WAVBELEY EOAD SEVENTH STANDAED SCHOOL. 



Gurricultm. 

1. The object of this School is to afford a specialised 
advanced education, combined with a wider intellectual training, 
to Boys and Girls who have passed Standard VI. (or an 
equivalent examination) and intend to continue at the School 
for at least twelve months and present themselves in at least 
one Examination under the Science and Art Department. 
Whenever it is possible, the scholars should remain for two or 
three years. 

2. The subjects of general training for scholars will be 
English Language and Literature (broadly treated), EngUsh 
History, Physiography, Arithmetic, Elementary Mathematics ; 
and for Boys only, Drawing (Freehand and Model). 

3. Further, thfe education (a) of the Boys will be 
specialised in directions to qualify them mainly for the skilled 
handicrafts of the City and District, and for after-pursuits of a 
scientific character, and (b) of the Girls for commercial 
occupations ; subject to the provisos that a Boy be allowed to 
substitute certain subjects of commercial education for some 
of the scientific or technical subjects, and that a Girl may 
be allowed to substitute domestic training for commercial 
subjects. 

4. Those subjects include (a) for scientific and technical 
training: — Mechanics, Theoretical and Practical Chemistry, 
Machine Construction and Drawing, Practical Plane and Solid 
Geometry, and Manual work in wood and metal, and {b) for 
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commercial training: — Commercial Geography, Book-keeping 
in commercial forms, Shorthand, Mensuration, and one modern 
Foreign Language, and, in the case of Girls, may also include 
Domestic Economy (including Needlework), Cookery and 
Laundry, and (possibly) Vocal Music. 

6. The School is placed under the superintendence of a 
Head Master, who has the direction of the education of both 
sexes, and is assisted by a number of specially qualified 
Assistants. 

6. The School-year commences on the 1st day of June 
(i.e., immediately after the Examinations of the Science and 
Art Department) ; and Scholars may be admitted to the 
School (as a rule) twice a year, viz., in June and January. 
Provision is made in the Board's ordinary Schools for the 
scholars to be continuously instructed, after passing Standard 
VI., until the following June or January, whichever first 
happens. 

The premises are fitted up with Workshop, Practical 
Laboratory, Lecture Theatre, Cookery Kitchen, Central Hall, 
and suitable Class Booms. The lighting, ventilation, and 
general hygienic arrangements are of the most complete kind, 
and the large central hall is used partly for instruction in 
Physical Exercises, so that the bodily development of the 
children may keep pace with their intellectual improvement. 
All the necessary text books are provided by the Board. A 
two years* course of study has been laid down in the subjects 
mentioned, and it is hoped that many parents will be willing 
to keep their children at School until they have completed the 
course. 

The hours of instruction are: — Morning, 9 to 12-15; 
Afternoon, 2 to 5 ; and, for the convenience of Pupils coming 
from a distance. Boys and Girls are allowed to remain on the 
premises during the dinner hour, and to bring their dinners 
with them. Arrangements will be made for those who prefer 
it to be provided with a cheap dinner for 3d. 
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The sudden increase in the number of Schools caused by Appomtmem 
the enlargement of the City made it impossible for the School ^^ofiSTnW 
Inspectors employed by the Board to keep up a complete Schools. 
Examination of all the Departments with sufficient frequency 
and regularity. This has been met by the appointment of an 
Inspectress of Infants' Schools. It had long been felt that a 
special knowledge of the best methods for teaching Infants, 
including Kindergarten, would be best secured by the appoint- 
ment of a lady who had made this particular branch of 
Education her great study, and the Board has been able to 
find an experienced Schoolmistress of high personal and 
professional qualifications for this duty.

The new Seventh Standard School in Waverley Eoad, 
with accommodation for 600 children, was opened in October. 

The Education Department having insisted on a slight 
modification of the numbers to be accommodated in some of 
the older schools, the net increase is affected as shown on 
page 13. 

The total number of children admitted during the year 
was 27,423, and the total number of names taken off the 
registers during the year was 25,026. These figures, however, 
include those who were transferred from the Infants' Depart- 
ment to the Boys* and Girls' Departments, and correspond 
with the Annual Eeturns made for each department of a 
School separately. It is important to ascertain how much 
of this change is due to actual migration, and for this purpose 
the promotions from one department of a School to another

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department of the same School cannot be reckoned. Further 
than this, most of the admissions to the Infants* Departments 
are of children commencing their School life, and therefore 
ought not to be included in any figures to show change of 
School. Perhaps the best way to obtain a definite idea on 
this point is to consider (a) the number admitted during the 
year into the Boys' and Girls' Departments, exclusive of the 
Infants taught in the same block of buildings; and (b) the 
number who have left the Boys' and Girls' Departments 
during the year, who were in or below Standard V.

The number qualified for 

presentation was 37,182; but of this number 353 boys and 

397 girls were absent on the day of examination; and 1,414 

children over seven years of age, in Infants' Schools, were 

either absent from examination or else presented in Infants' 

classes.

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SECTION VI. 



EVENING SCHOOLS. 



Free Evening When the Board was able to announce that from the 1st 

Schools. 

of Septenaber, 1891, the day schools would be free, it was 
accompanied by the further announcement that the Board 
had decided to make all its evening schools free. It was also 
decided to advertise very much more widely the advantages 
ofiPered by the evening schools. The result of these combined 
measures was an enormous increase in the number of applica- 
tions for admission. Nine departments were opened first in 
the previous session, and these were not only filled to over- 
flowing on the first night, but hundreds had to be sent away 
for want of room. Immediate steps were then taken to 
increase the number of evening school departments to twenty. 
The average attendance for the whole session was 4,917, 
whereas in the previous session, when fees were charged, it 
was only 741. 

When the Committees were re-appointed at the December 
meeting of the Board, an Evening Schools Committee was 
formed, because it was seen that the great amount of work in 
connection with so many evening schools would add too much 
to the work of the School Management Committee. The Kev. 
J. Hulme was appointed Chairman of that Committee. 

Attendance at Efforts have been made to popularise the evening schools 
schoi?s^ in various ways, and on the whole they have, generaUy 
speaking, been very successful. There is, however, one serious 
drawback with which the Committee are unable to deal. 
Towards Christpaas it is the custom in very many of the 
workshops to continue working till it becomes too late for the 
young people employed in them to go to the evening schools ; 
and in consequence of this, the attendance rapidly falls off- 
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After Christmas the attendance does not again approach the 
numbers attending in the early part of the session. This is 
much to be lamented, as it tends very seriously to hinder the 
mental improvement of so many hundreds of young persons 
of both sexes. In Manchester and other large towns in the 
North of England, where most of the work is carried on in 
large factories, the young people leave their places of employ- 
ment at five or six o'clock, and are thus free all through the 
winter to attend evening schools. If some similar arrange- 
ment of the hours of labour could be brought about in 
Birmingham it would do more than anything else towards 
helping the success of the evening schools. 

In the middle of the year, a Draft Evening School 
Code was published by the Education Department, which, 
although it contained some almost impracticable conditions, 
had the merit of providing a much more reasonable syllabus 
of instruction than had hitherto existed. That Draft Code 
has, however, been held in abeyance by the Department, and 
we are still looking forward to one specially adapted to the 
requirements of evening schools. Hitherto the scholars in 
evening schools have been expected to accomplish precisely 
the same amount of work in every subject in which they 
might present themselves for examination as the scholars 
attending the day schools, notwithstanding that the atten- 
dance is so much less. It is, of course, impossible to expect 
young people who attend two hours on each of three evenings 
in the week for about thirty weeks, to learn as much during 
a school year as those who attend day schools for five or five 
and a half hours a day on five days in every week all through 
the year. 

It is a question well worth consideration whether it would 
not be better to abandon the system of making the Govern- 
ment Grants upon the actual examination of the scholars after 
each winter, and to substitute for it a Capitation Grant 
calculated upon the average attendance, to be paid on a higher
